' Man Of The Iowa Prarie

I first met my Uncle George Richardson when I went 
to the farm each June in those years between my elev- 
: enth and fifteenth birthdays. He was a college profes¬ 
sor who had majored in English, which he taught 
throughout his career. Many summers during his vaca¬ 
tion he would tramp the High Sierras, following in the 
footsteps of John Muir, who he greatly admired. Uncle 
: George traveled light. He had a blanket, a large enamel 
cup, a few personal items, and a sock containing dried 
fruits, nuts and chocolate bars. He never lived off the 
land and it was his proud boast that no creature of the 
wild ever suffered harm at his hands. 

Other summers he spent at home taking care of his 
large vegetable garden. It was there that I first met this 
tall, dark man. He^orked in the blazing Iowa sun with 
a broad straw hat on his head and the crown of this hat 

was Imed'wJth cabbage leave#. “Best insulation in the 
world,” he would say. He loved every living thing and 
was entranced with the mystery of life. He once cut open 
a ripe berry and explained to me the wonders in that 
small piece of fruit. 

In those summers in which I visited the farm, I saw 
him only two or three times. I went to work early and 
then came out west for the rest of my life. In 1959, for¬ 
ty-five years after I had seen him on the farm, I met him 
again. I had gone back to take care of funeral arrange¬ 
ments for my brother who had died in a Military Hospi¬ 
tal in New Orleans. Uncle George was now eighty, and 
there’s no doubt he was eccentric, but he was a kind, 
gentle, generous man and I love him very much. 

Pluma, my wife, and 1 went to the farm every sum¬ 
mer from 1959 through 1963. Uncle Forrest had died 
in 1%1, and Uncle Arthur, the oldest brother, had died 
ten or twelve years earlier. Uncle George was now liv- 
ing in a room in Sigourney, Iowa. When he heard we 
^ were coming to the farm, he came to stay with us. Each 
morning he chafed because of a heavy fog that prevent¬ 
ed us from taking the walk that he wanted to take. One 
. morning it dawned bright and clear and gave promise of 
one of those wonderful Indian Summer days in the mid¬ 
dle west. We started our walk criss-crossing the farm 
and by noon we were over where Nugent Station had 
■ once been. We sat on a grassy embankment that had 
. been the railroad right-of-way. The general store was 
! long gone and so was the elevator. 

} Uncle George started telling me about the people who 
5 once operated the store. His droning voice, coupled with 
: the warm air, the peace and quiet, almost put me to sleep, 
i He looked at me and said, “Wake up! You look like 
I you’ve been on a million mile journey. The folks will 
i be expecting us for dinner, so let’s get going.” 

; Here I shall digress. The rest of the story is an ex- 
i cerpt from my book, A Sentimental Journey, and here it 
is: 

“We started for home, back down the road lined with 
yellow com, the ripe sunflowers, the bittersweet, and the 
golden domes of autumn maples, all indicative and rep¬ 
resentative of life fulfilled and now ready for harvest. 
We went past the ruins of the country schoolhouse where 
Uncle George had gone eighty years before. We turned 
the comer and walked the last quarter-mile to the farm 
gate. Then, into the kitchen of the old farmhouse, and 
there, without a moment’s warning, he fell dead. Like 
an ancient tree he went down, crashing to the floor only 
twenty feet from where he was bom. His cycle of life 
on earth was completed, and he had finished it in the 
grand manner, and in just the way he had hoped. 

Now he sleeps beneath the bluegrass carpet of the 
country church yard, a short distance across the fields 
from the house where he came into the world and where 
he left it. Nearby are his grandparents who homestead¬ 
ed the farm in 1846. Close to his resting place are his

A National Treasure 
Almost Disappears

In the fall of 1948, while in charge of an engineering 
crew stationed in the historic log cabin Ranger Station 
in the West Fork of the San Gabriel River on the Ange¬ 
les National Forest, multiple disasters were averted by 
a stroke of good luck. *This historic cabin had been built 
in 1900 by Ranger Louie Newcomb, the first of it’s kind 
in the San Gabriel Mountains and the second in the en¬ 
tire United States.* We were there to do the construc¬ 
tion staking for a fire road between Chantry Flat and 
Newcomb Pass, a road that was thank-fully, never built. 

Eight engineers slept in the cabin. The remainder of 
the 20 man crew were housed in a portable building 
which also served as the mess hall. Certain housekeep¬ 
ing chores had been assigned to residents of both facil¬ 
ities. One of those assignments, was the lighting of the 
morning warming fires which allowed the rest of the 
crew a few extra minutes in the sack before braving the 
cold. Temperatures at that elevatfon were then dipping 
into the low twenties, with ice forming on everything 
inside and out. It was the efficiency of the morning man 
that determined how much earlier he had to arise to get 
the fire going before the rest of the crews rolled out at 
6 : 00 . 

As it is with almost every group, a certain few have 
their own special ideas as to just how to accomplish their 
duty assignments in the easiest and fastest possible time. 
Some of those ideas not only bordered on the absurd, but 
a few of them, and once in particular, teetered on the 
brink of insanity. This was Charley Davis, my assistant, 
full of strange ideas with regard to work habits which 
usually ended up creating more problems than they 
solved. 

Consequently, when it came his turn to start the morn¬ 
ing fire, he distained the tried and proven method of 
paper, kindling and a match for a faster, but hazardous 
approach. According to our resident wonder man, his 
approach would allow him to jump back into the sack 
for a few extra minutes of comfort. 

His scheme, requiring a can of kerosene, which he 
kept just outside the cabin door, was to lead the 55 gal¬ 
lon barrel stove with the necessary wood, douse it with 
a quantity of instant feat and then to touch off this po¬ 
tential explosive with a match. All was well and good, 
provided that every condition necessary to make his 
scheme halfway safe, fell together in that one moment 
of time when he poured the kerosene or struck the match.

But, on that memorable occasion, all of 
the necessary conditions were not present. We had been 
up somewhat later than usual the previous night, work¬ 
ing over our field notes or playing poker, and as the night 
had been colder than usual, we had kept the stove going 
somewhat longer and perhaps hotter than usual. 

The next morning, good old Charley, grumbling about 
having to get up so early and complaining of the cold, 
went to the one and only door in that primitive abode, 
gingerly reached outside for his can of helper and hur¬ 
ried back to complete his assignment. Placing several 
pieces of fire wood in the stove through the top cover, 
he reached for his little help-mate and began to pour a 
quantity of instant fire over the wood preparatory to 
touching it off. 

But, the situation quickly went from bad to explosive. 
By accident, as he poured the kerosene, he dropped the 
full can into the stove, spilling far more of the danger¬ 
ous liquid than he had ever intended and much, much 
more than was necessary to give a quick warming fire.

your Wheaties. 

Lindberg made his leg¬ 
endary flight in 1927, the 
Empire State Building was 
the world’s tallest and in 
1933 prohibition was re¬ 
pealed. Black Thursday, 
October 24, 1929 had the 
greatest impact with the 
crash of the stock market 
and the beginning of the 
“Great Depression” years.

And while 
UVB rays are mostly in 


summer months, at higher 
altitudes and in areas clos¬ 
er to the equator, the UVA 
rays are relatively constant 
year-around. 

Which sunscreen is the 
best to use? 

There are many good 
sunscreens ail of which 
work, but what’s more 
important is the type of 
sunscreen. Titanium Di¬ 
oxide, which can be found 
in toothpaste, shampoo 
and cosmetics, scatter and 
reflect the sun preventing 
penetration and absorption 
so you need to reapply to 
receive the maximum ben¬ 
efits. Methoxycinnamate 
& Benzophenone protect 
you from both UVA and 
UVB rays by blocking out 
the suns rays. And recent¬ 
ly the FDA has approved a 
sunscreen called Avoben- 
zone which provides pro¬ 
tection against the sun’s 
UVA rays which again can 
cause pre-mature aging 
and pigmentation changes. 
A sunscreen with an SPF 
(sun protection factor) of 
15 is sufficient because it 
essentially covers the en¬ 


tire period of time that the 
sun is at its peak in the 
United States. But, if you 
are very fair, red hair, 
freckles, etc. and/or you 
are going to be on a trip 
closer to the equator where 
you may be exposed to 
more intense sunlight you 
might want to invest in a 
higher SPF. 

Once the harm is done, 
is there anything that can 
be done to reverse the 
damage? 

Yes! With the use of 
vitamins such as A,C, and 
E the body can repair the 
DNA damage caused by 
free-radicals and, much of 
the ravages of photoaging 
are reversible if the contin¬ 
uous insult from the sun is 
stopped. A skin care spe¬ 
cialist can recommend a 
treatment and/or program 
suitable to your needs and 
in severe cases can refer 
you to a dermatologist and/ 
or reconstructive surgeon.

Documentary

For fans of the out¬ 
doors, and foi personnel 
training in anything from 
swiftwater rescue to fire 
fighting to surviving bear 
attacks, Arcadia’s Craig 
Bonholtzer hds become 
synonomous With videos 
documenting the battles 
that can take place with the 
elements in the great out¬ 
doors. Bonholtzer Produc¬ 
tions’ latest release. 
Firestorm: Air Opera¬ 
tions, is a continuation of 
Bonholtzer’s look at the 
airplanes and helicopters 
used in battling fires. The 
footage is shot exclusively 
by Craig, his wife 
Suzanne, and their sons, 
Trent and Eric. 

Craig’s latest effort 
starts with a look at a rag¬ 
ing firestorm, with excel¬ 
lent footage as the air sup¬ 
port teams swoop in. As 
the ground crew fights to 
hold the line, the helicop¬ 
ters beat back the mon¬ 
strous wall of flame. Fea¬ 
tured at first is the 
Blackhawn, the Army’s 
multi-purpose helicopter, 
with the capacity to carry 
over 8,000 pounds of ex¬ 
ternal cargo. The 
Blackhawk frequently car¬ 
ries a “Bambi Bucket,” a 
bucket which holds be¬ 
tween 150 and 2,000 gal¬ 
lons, and swings on a rope 
under the helicopter. The 
Bambi Bucket can be low¬ 
ered into any body of wa¬ 
ter and filled in a matter of 
seconds. 

In addition to the 
breathtaking footage, 
Bonholtzer provides infor¬ 
mational and safety tips 
throughout the video. In¬ 
cluded in these is the warn¬ 
ing to never approach a 
helicopter unless in¬ 
structed to do sp by the pi¬ 
lot or crew, and to always 
approach froni the side. 
Bonholtzer also examines 
the direct fire fighting 
method of aircraft, dous¬ 
ing flames, as Well as the 
indirect - droipping the 
water ahead of the fire, to 
cut it off from fresh fuel. 

Then it’s off to the Riv¬ 
erside Police 

Department’s Air Opera¬ 
tions Division, where in¬ 
stead of a Bambi Bucket, a 
ISO gallon pod can be 
mounted on the Boeing/ 
McDonald-Douglas 500, 
the highly manuverable 
“Porsche of helicopters.” 

The 500 t^kes on a 
bamboo fire, as 
Bonholtzer discusses the 
risks of fighting fires dur¬ 
ing hazardous Santa Ana 
wind conditions. Don’t 
think that because you 
don’t see flames, the fire is 
out. Fires can live for 
hours or even days in the 
debris, which is why heli¬ 
copters will continue to 
douse the smoldering 


ground. “Down doesn’t 
mean out, when it comes to 
fire,” Bonholtzer cautions. 

As one might expect, 
there is a danger in work¬ 
ing on a ground crew as 
thousands of pounds of 
water are released from 
above. The helicopters, in 
addition to maintaining 
radio contact, emit a siren 
when executing a drop, to 
warn the ground person¬ 
nel. 

The “Super Scooper” is 
a fixed wing aircraft de¬ 
signed as a fire fighting 
bomber. It can be filled by 
simply skimming the 
ocean, as suction devices 
load up 1,600 gallons in 
under 12 seconds. Seven 
drops in a raging forest fire 
were credited with saving 
37 lives when the Super 
Scooper opened up a cor¬ 
ridor for trapped ground 
personnel. 

Bonholtzer also dis¬ 
cusses proper gear and at¬ 
tire, including providing 
an important demonstra¬ 
tion on materials. Exposed 
to direct flame, the polyes¬ 
ter melts (Don’t cover 
your face with those ban¬ 
danas, if you can avoid it!), 
the cotton bums, but the 
Nomax3, the state of the 
art in protective gear, just 
browns a little. 

The Erickson Air Crane 
S64 is also featured. This 
helicopter holds 2,000 gal¬ 
lons of water and 70 gal¬ 
lons of foam, which can be 
dropped in one shot, or 
multiple efforts, at the 
pilot’s discretion. It also 
has the capacity to shoot 
water over 200 feet, and it 
loads in under a minute. 

The video concludes 
with a look at the state of 
the art in airborne fire 
fighting technology: The 
Sikorsky Firehawk. The 
Firehawk’s 1,000 gallon 
tank and almost 200 miles

Arcadia Mayor Gary 
Kovacic wasn’t sure how 
the idea would be re¬ 
ceived, but he wanted to 
bounce it off of his fellow 
Councilmembers. 
Kovacic’s notion was this: 
certain large commercial 
developments are spring¬ 
ing up in Arcadia, and al¬ 
though as Mayor, he hears 
about them when people 
find them unattractive, the 
City Council has no 
mechanism for review of 
design and architectural 
plans for commercial de¬ 
velopment outside of the 
Redevelopment Area. 
Since they get the blame 
when things go wrong, 
why not examine the pos¬ 
sibility of having more in¬ 
put in the selection pro¬ 
cess? 

Currently, all commer¬ 
cial property goes through 
architectural review, but it 
is primarily handled at the 
staff level, unless there is 
a dispute between plan¬ 
ning staff and a developer, 
in which case it may ap¬ 
pear before the Planning 
Commission, as would a 
project in the Redevelop¬ 
ment Area. The City 
Council still wouldn’t look 


at the project unless a Plan¬ 
ning Commission decision 
were appealed. So, who 
would argue with the idea 
of giving the City Council 
more input into the review 
process? Kovacic’s former 
fellow Planning Commis¬ 
sioner and current fellow 
Council member Bob 
Harbicht, for one. 

While Kovacic believes 
that the current guidelines 
may be too lax (he has 
asked for staff to review 
the process and bring back 
a report; he has not 
reached any firm conclu¬ 
sions as yet), Harbicht be¬ 
lieves not that they are as 
they should be, but rather 
that they are too restrictive. 
When the current policy 
came up for a vote before 
the City Council 10 years 
ago, Harbicht opposed the 
idea of architectural re¬ 
view even at the staff level. 

“Basically, I just don’t 
share the concerns that 
Gary has,” said Harbicht. 
“I don’t believe that the 
government can do any 
better at designing prop¬ 
erty than the people who 
own it. I don’t know if 
staff will recommend 
changes or the City Coun¬ 


cil will require them, but I 
believe that America is 
supposed to be a free coun¬ 
try where the government 
should get involved only 
when it’s absolutely neces¬ 
sary.” 

Kovacic agrees with the 
potential for needlessly 
adding government intru¬ 
sion, and it’s something 
he’s mindful of in suggest¬ 
ing that the issue be looked 
at. “I definitely don’t want 
to add another layer of bu- 
reaucracy,” Kovacic 
points out. His issue is one 
of accountability. “A lot of 
people find it unacceptable 
when they disagree with a 
project and you say, 
‘Don’t blame me. Staff 
approved it’!” he noted. 

This is not to say that 
Kovacic is critical of the 
planning staff at City Hall; 
in fact, quite the contrary. 
‘They’re the experts, ab¬ 
solutely,” he notes. “Any 
decisions I would make 
would be strongly based 
on staff input.” 

While some property 
owners may resent a gov¬ 
ernment intrusion into 
their business, Kovacic 
notes that areas of Arcadia 
“fortunate enough to have 


architectural review 
boards are very pleased 
with the system.” He adds, 
“It does affect the quality 
of life. Some projects are 
consistent with the com¬ 
munity, and others are not” 

Harbicht is not of the 
opinion that all designs are 
created equal; far from it. 
‘There are a lot of devel¬ 
opments that I don’t find 
attractive,” he says. “For 
me, it’s kind of like free 
speech. There’s a lot I 
don’t agree with, but I 
don’t want to take away 
someone’s right to say it.” 

Kovacic’s flip sides are, 
“If nobody’s project is be¬ 
ing reviewed, I don’t think 
we’re serving the City,” 
and “We’re the first ones 
the community comes 
looking for” (when there’s 
something residents don’t 
like). 

Kovacic’s idea, which 
will most likely be dis¬ 
cussed in a meeting in 
May, is for Council to ex¬ 
amine only major projects. 
What constitutes a major 
project will have to be de¬ 
termined, but probable 
factors to be considered 
are size, prominence, and 
location.

This 
project will hopefully become a cooperative elfort of the 
cities of Arcadia, Monrovia, El Monte and Duarte, and 
the County of Los Angeles. 

The recent Mayor’s Prayer Breakfast featured many 
of Arcadia’s talented and dedicated youth. Eagle Scouts 
presented the colors. Rose Queen Christina Farrell lead 
the Pledge of Allegiance, and local high school students 
provided instrumental and vocal music and dance. 

Mayor Kovacic hosted two Town Forums that in¬ 
cluded high school students as panelists. 

In a May 1998 statement announcing the formation 
of the Mayor’s Service Award Program (which also in¬ 
cluded awards for Senior Service, Community Service, 
business Recognition and City Employee Recognition), 
Mayor Kovacic stressed his desire to encourage residents 
to participate and work actively to maintain Arcadia’s 
sense of community.” Mayor Kovacic believes that the 
Service Award Program has successfully served to rec¬ 
ognize and honor those who work so hard to keep 
Arcadia special. A strong supporter of civic participa¬ 
tion, he is encouraged by the increasing numbers of 
volunteers who serve especially encouraged by the re¬ 
newed focus on Arcadia’s youth.

Connecting with Earthquakes and the 
_ Sierra Madre Post Office

In my childhood I prayed to God for a horse every 
Sunday - but got no horses (riding lessons, but no horse). 
And at night I would say a little prayer for my family 
before I went to bed. But that was the extent of my pray¬ 
ing. In high scjhool I stopped saying prayers outside of 
church but stijll prayed to God at Mass, mainly for a 
boyfriend (go( no boyfriend, but had friends who were 
boys). Then f()r the next twenty years, I stopped going 
to church and; only prayed in times of crisis -mainly 
earthquakes. But after a while, no earthquakes came and 
so I never prayed. However, when I decided to become 
a practicing Catholic for my children two years ago, I 
began to pray in church once again. But I still couldn’t 
pray outside a church setting unless when in crisis. That 
changed a few days ago at the Sierra Madre Post Office. 

Walking back to my car from the Sierra Madre Post 
Office, a family problem was bothering me. Feeling 
down and discouraged, I decided to try to pray to God 
for strength. shouldn’t have to be at church or feel 
threatened wit^ a crisis in order to seek God’s presence,” 
I thought to ntyself. Lacking the faith of those that I 
interview, this was a very big spiritual step for me to take 
as I have always had a hard time trying to communicate 
with someone that I cannot see, on a daily basis. Walk¬ 
ing without focus, I prayed for His help, seeking proof 
of His existence. At that moment, a dear face caught my 
attention - someone whom I had not seen in almost six 
months. It was a priest whose wonderful spirituality and 
connection to God had been instrumental in helping me 
begin a deeper spiritual journey about a year ago. We 
hugged. My spirits were immediately lifted. As we 
parted ways, I felt the strength I had been searching for. 
“This js. either an extreme coincidence, or God has Just 
answered my prayer,” I said to myself. “What power a 
prayer can have,” I thought, as I drove home in my car. 
What a great spiritual connection I found that day - not 
at church, and not with a quake, but on the sidewalk 
outside the Sierra Madre Post Office.

The Ml Wilsrm Trail Race is one of the oldest races in California. First held in 1908 when runners raced to Mt. Wilson, rested Ml 
hour, then raced back down. Only a handful of intrepid ninners dared to attempt such a grueling test. The race was held sporadically 
from the first year until the late 1940*8 snd early I950*s when it was abandoned completely. In Autumn of 1965 It was revived and 
has grown over the years to its present formal. To promote the Sierra Madre Volunteer Team, the race was held in conjunction with 
Search and Rescue Days in the Spring of 1987 Organized by a volunteer committee, the current race is 8.6 miles in length. The exact 
course has changed by erosion, fires and earthquakes. For this reason no official record is recognized. Since the revival in the t960’s. 
today's course is considered the most difficult. 

T^me 

rhe race begins at 7;30 a.m. sharp. Check-in time it from 6;30-7:t5a.m Race concludes at 10:30 am. Runners not crossing the 
finish line by 10 30 a.m. will not receive an ofTiciai time. 

Course 

Race starts on pavement, uphill, to a dirt path no more than 3 feet wide. It features an elevation gain of over 2,100 feet; ai^roximately 
4.3 miles to the turnaround point at Orchard Camp. Most of the race takes place on the Mt. Wilson Trail, where some sections have 
vertical drop offs of several hundred feet. Emergency support Is stationed at strategic points along the course lo give any necessary 
aid. Boy .and Cuh Scout troops provide water at 2 locations; the 2.3 mile marker, and the turnaround point. 

Cautions 

Dehydration is the worst problem (hat a runner may face during the event. It is recommended that participants prepare properly by 

J consuming adequate and appropriate fluids as a part of dieir training. Runners with sensitivity to bees are advised to be 
cautious, as there Is at least one resident hive near (he (wo mile marker.
